Views of Prom‘nent 
Men on Bus‘ness 


The Commercial Review, a trade 
paper published in Calgary has heen 
interviewing a number of leading 
business men as to. what they 
thought of husiness conditions. The 
replies of three men who are leaders 
in their lines in Alberta, Mr. 'Pisher, 
of MaeDonald Cocerver Co. Lté.: RR. 
J. Hutchings of the Great West Sad 
dlery and L. ©. Carter, manager of 
the D. S. Perrin (Co. Ttd., in South 
ern Alberta. These men are prac 
tical men in their lines and are thor 
oughly conversant with conditions as 
they exist in Alberta and we quote 
uw part of their epinion as given in 
the Review, 

Mr. Carter- 

“A test of the eondition of bus 
iness is the capacity of people to buv 
For the itwelye months ending in 
August, 1990, the Dominion of Can 
ada imported £1,996.000.000 worth of 
goods. For the twelve months end 
ing August, 1921, we imported $941, 
NO0,000, or a decline as meosnved Wy 
values, of approximately 25 per cent 
But remember, @nring this periat 
the wholesale price of all eommod 
ities declined approximately thirty 
ner cent,, while the decline in the 
price of food alone was approximat 
ely 44 per cént, It would appear 
therefore, that so far as the national 
purchasing power, taking the Dom, 
inion as a whole, it amounts to as 
much, so far as quantity is eon 
cerned, as did the purchasing powe: 
of one year ago, Now, remember 
this is only a broad generalization 
It shows pretty clearly, though. that 


wihen we tabk of declining volume of | 


business, we ought to consider the 
decline in prices, and if the purebas 
ing power of the people of Canada 
so far as volume is concerned, is as 
good as it was a year ago. then there 
is not so much to grumble about af 
ter all, 

‘If we turn the other side of the

shield and look at our exports we | 


find, taking the Dominion as a whole 
there is a decline of approximately 
16 per went. Measure this again in 
volume and the chances are the de. 
cline would really register an in 
crease, As a matter of fact, it would 
be much better in a great many cas 
es if we could measure business by 
volume instead of value, and then we 
would know whether we were only 
getting bigger prices for the smaller 
juantity we were turning out 

“Let me put another test The 
week ending September 15th was not 
a (partioularly good week for bus 


|{ness in the Province of Alberta, yet 
|if we take the four towns showing 
bank clearings, we find the average 
|decline in that period was 194 per 
cent. Yes, that is a serious decline, 
but it’s nothing to be alarmed about, | 
when we find that prices have declin_ 
ed to a sufficient extent to more than 
equalize that figure, and wwe must 
remember that price is a big feature 
in the volume of bank dlearings. 

‘Personally I am an optimist on 
this whole business. We have done | 
a bigger volume of ibusicvess this year | 
than we did last. Bigger so far as) 
value is concerned, much igpet so | 
far as volume or weight goos. I do | 
not ‘think wee are coming into any | 
boom conditions in the ‘Province of | 
Alberta. I don’t think we ean do |} 
anything to bring the millenium by 
return of ipost.’?

COST OF ESTABLISHING A TREE 
WIND BREAK 


The actual qaost o setting ont a 
tree plantation in the exse of a farm 
er is difficult to figure out. As a 
rule this work is done by the or 
dinary labor available on the farm 
and usually does not entail the act 
ual disbursement of cash for ad} 
ional labor. If we say it costs $5 pr 
| acre or $8 per acre, to set out a plan 
tation it really conveys very little, as 
this cost depends entirely on ti 
rate of wages paid. The best way 
to state the cost is to figure on the 
actual time required to plant so 
many trees or to find out the number 
of trees a man can plant on the av 
erage in a working day of ten hour 
On the Nursery Station at Indian 
Head, Sask,, approximately 100 acres 


have been set out in plantations 
; Spaced about our feet apart each 
way. The first plantings were made | 
in 1905 and have been added to more | 
| or less each season, The method « 

planting followed has generally been 
in pluugh furrows, It has not been | 
found that the number of men em 
|} ployed makes much difference in the 


number of trees each man ean set 
in a day, provided the teamster also 
plants if the men cannot keep up 
with the plow,

number on record here is 1,380 per 
day per man and the lowest 670 per 
day per man, Where only one o1 
two species are planted more trees 
can be set in a given time than where 
four or five species are planted to 
gether —N M Ross, Dom.
